Three Intercollegiate Titles Are Captured When B.W. & F., Water Polo, and R.V.C. Bas- 
ketball Teams Win — Red and White Wrestlers Are Responsible for Victory at 
Kingston— Wonderful Pluck of Injured Boxer— Refused to Quit Though Covered 
With Blood— Swimmers Turn Tables on 'Varsity Poloists with a Score of 6-0— 
Women's Intercollegiate Basketball Championship Netted by 2 Points After Ex- 
citing Contest.

WATER POLO 



The McGill Intercollegiate water polo 
team accomplished what was considered 
an impossibility on Saturday night, 
when they drew abreast of Varsity, who 
started with a three-goal lead, and then 
tucked away Ihc Championship by pil- 
ing in three additional tallies, thus mak- 
ing the total score for tlic two games 
7—1 in favour of McGill. After fall- 
ing victims to the U. of T. players by 
a -1—1 score at Toronto, not even the 
most optimistic supporter anticipated 
such a complete shut-out as û— U indi- 
cates. McGill did not follow the con- 
ventional type of poio which the average 
team displays, namely, they did not play 
a noffensive game when in the shallow 
end and a defensive one when at a dis- 
advantage in the deep end. Instead, they 
attacked at all times as is shown by the 
fact that three goals were scored when 
they were in each end of the tank- 

A large and enthusiastic gallery turn, 
ed out to witness the cncoimter, and ex- 
citement ran high as McGill gradually 
caught up to, and then walked away 
from their opponents. The local mermen 
outplayed Toronto at all times, and 
showed a marked superiority in their 
combination. Three men took up the 
attack throughout the entire game, and 
so scared Varsity that they played a 
Ihrec-iuan defence thus lessening their 
chances of scoring. For McGill, Koss 
was the outstanding man, scoring four 
of the six goals; while Vcrnot content- 
ed himself with playing a slightly de- 
fensive game, combining his Icant-matc 
in the rushes. The defence men. Laidlcy 
and Anson, teamed well together, and 
by prompt tackling relieved pressure on 
■their goal at awkward moments .Kyle 
and Vickcrson also played brilliantly, 
considering the fact that they were up 
against heavier and more experienced 
opponents, and both made a good im- 
pression by die determine*!! way in 
which they grappled with their men. In 
goal, Graham-Browne played his usual 
steady, cool game, pulling down the ball 
from all sides with his long reach; only 
one shot fooled him, and that was 
Reilley's, which hit the post on the in- 
side, btrt fortunately bounced out again. 
Both teams travelled at top speed, and 
play was very strenuous, at times be- 
coming rough. However, Referee 
George Moore, supported by Albert Far- 
mer as judge of play, kept the contest 
well in hand anil nipped any attempt at 
rowdyism in the bud. Being old-time, 
players themselves, they were able to ex- 
plain every decision they rendered, thus

ASSAULT AT ARMS 



One of the most thrilling games that 
have been played in Intercollegiate ac- 
tivities this year was staged on Satur- 
day night when the R.V.C. Sextet de- 
feated the 'Varsity girls by a score of 
32-30, on the Convocation Hall floor. 

By this victory McGill won the Wo- 
men's Intercollegiate Basketball cham- 
pionship, which has been held by 'Var- 
sity since the Women's Intercollegiate 
Basketball League was formed two 
years ago. 

The game was a very exciting one 
from start to finish, first one team led 
with a single point and then the other. 
On three occasions during the gaine 
the score was tied, as the teams were 
very evenly matched, and both put up 
a wonderful tight. Within the last two 
minutes the McGill team forged ahead 
and succeeded in changing the score 
from .ÎH-28 for 'Varsity to 30-all, and 
finally to .32-311 for McGill. Convoca- 
tion Hall, which was filled, has prob- 
ably never in its history echoed with 
such enthusiastic shouting as came 
from the loyal supporters of old Mc- 
Gill during those last few minutes 
when victory scented to waver in the 
balance. 

At the very outset Miss Leggatt 
scored for McGill. as she did many 
times throughout" Ihc ' game." Then a 
double foul gave both a free shot but 
both teams failed to net a basket, then 
on a second free shot Miss Snider 
.-cored for 'Varsity. Some wonderful 
passing was done and the combination 
play was interesting to watch.

lie tore a large and vociferous enthu- 
siastic crowd which completely packed 
Grant Hall ot" Queen's University, the 
McGill wrestlers and boxers, showing 
the effects of conscientious coaching, 
staged a lighting exhibition that brought 
them the Intercollegiate championship, 
with a three point lead over Toronto 
'Varsity and a seven point edge on the 
Tri-Colour contestants The fm'al score 
of the meet, which was won by Mc- 
Gill tor the first time since 1915 was: 
McGill, V: Toronto, 6; Queen's, 2. 

Every scat in the hall was occupied, 
and standing- room was at a premium on 
Saturday evening when the collegiate 
grapplers and pugilists came on the floor, 
and the crowd was not disappcoiutcd in 
the fare that was provided. From the 
spectacular point of view, the feature 
bout of the evening was in the 125 lb. 
boxing contest between Relyca of To- 
ronto, and Snow of McGill. in which the 
latter gave as fine an exhibition of' grit 
and staying power as has been seen in 
the Limestone City. Early in the first 
round, the two boxers collided, aid both 
received injuries about the head. Snow, 
however, was seriously cut, the wound 
piercing to a vein and resulting in a 
flow of blood that defied all efforts of 
those in attendance to slop. Literally 
covered in blood,, the injured boxer was 
urged to desist by Coach Robinson and 
by the referee, but he refused to relin- 
quish the bout and continued the fight, 
knocking his opponent down in the first 
round and in the second, while Relyca 
was reeling in the fuial stanza. 

This was not the only bout, however,, 
that provided thrills. Every round was 
gamely and keenly contested, and every 
man showed a capacity both to inflict 
and receive punishment. It was in the 
wrestling that the Red and White men 
showed to tlic greatest advantage, and 
were able to gain the decision in six out 
of eight contests. The boxers broke 
even with Toronto, each university win- 
ning three, while Queen's took two, of 
the bouts in which they figured. 

A detailed account of the contests fol- 
lows ;— 

BOXING. 

110 lbs.— McCartney of Queens, got a 
decision over Schlciffcr of McGill iYi 
three rounds. In the first round Schlcif- 
fer had the advantage, but McCartney's 
hard hitting earned him the decision. 

In the 118 lb. class, Holmes, Queens, 
a neat boxer, got a well earned decision 
over Hubert, Varsity, after three rds. 

In the 135 lb. class Mcrritt scored 
a near knockout over Holt, of Queens, 
in the first round. The referee count- 
ed ten, hut then ordered the men to 
carry on, as Molt was just rising to 
his feet, and the bout continued- Mer- 
lit! was knocked down in the second 
round, but the beil just saved Holt in 
the third. Decision lor Merrill. 

Brewer got the decision in the 145 
pound class, after the bout wejil to an 
extra round.

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THE INTERCOLLEGIATE DEBATE 



Mastery of self-expression is a worthy achievement. Today, 
through the agency of debates lieing held at 'Varsity in Toronto, 
at Queen's in Kingston and at McGill in Montreal, under the aus- 
pices of the Inter-University Debating League, it is to be settled as 
to which of the three universities mentioned will go the crown for 
. greatest perfection in this sphere of forensic endeavour. The sub- 
ject selected for discussion, appearing elsewhere in this issue, is one 
that combines the element of concern, along with susceptibility to 
argument and faculty for appreciation without extensive research. 

The men who will be debating for McGill have gained their 
places upon the Debating Team because of their efforts as partici- 
pants in the inter-faculty debates or because of their felicitous speak- 
ing upon the lloor of the Mock Parliament. Today, with meetings 
\vit?h 'Varsity here and with Queen's in Kingston, will realize the 
culmination of debating at McGill for the current year unless the 
Lit. institutes a programme calling for renewed activity. A repre- 
sentative gathering of students in the Union this evening is demand- 
ed not only as,a compliment to the debaters who have toiled with 
such energy over their subjects, but is imperative if McGill is to 
maintain its present position in the estimation of outsiders as a 
centre of literary interest. But the benefit of attendance is not alone 
for the debaters and their colleges; it is equally so for those who 
attend and who will hear an argumentative discussion, by men fa- 
miliar with their topic, which will be certain to redound to the ad- 
vantagi of«the audience as it will to the credit of the speakers. 



SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 



Tlie advocates of the .establishment in Canada of a central ad- 
visory research council controlling all the scientific branches con- 
tained in the various government departments is worthy of the full- 
est support. The paramount importance of scientific research both 
as a contribution to pure knowledge and in its industrial applica- 
tions can no longer be ignored ; and any plan tending to organize 
it on a truly scientific basis in which the separate functions of the 
university, industry, and the government arc correlated and united 
. should be welcomed, from whichever of these three viewpoints the 
matter is regarded. 

Speaking before the. Canadian Manufacturers' Association at Ot- 
tawa-on Friday, Sir Clifford Sifton. stressing the value of the efficient 
organization of national scientific research, put forward a proposition 
■which involved the appointment of a board of governors, and the 
establishment of what amounted to a new government department 
devoted solely to the control of scientific research. Such a depart- 
ment should not. however, be under the direction of a political 
minister. 

This proposal has found support from^io less an authority than 
Sir George Foster, who said that the time had come for the estab- 
lishment of an organization to carry on the work of scientific rc^ 
search on a much larger" scale than has hitherto been found possible. 
It. seems, then, that the value of .scientific research, already realized 
r?? by industry, is receiving, too, a measure of recognition in official 
circles. 

-'The whole question ià one which touches us closely. It is at the 
MUXCrsity that the nsacarcl£, worker receives his preliminary train- 
nig;; it is m the laboratories ol the universities under the expert guid- 
ance of a trained staff that much of the experimental research must 
be carried on : and the time is. surely coining when industry and 'the 
government alike will realize thatj an adequate body of men engaged 
in research can best be maintained by the establishment of numerous 
research scholarships at the' leading Canadian universities.

The Ladies' Intercollegiate Basketball Championship will remain at 
McGill for another year,' while the men's Intercollegiate scries has 
been converted' into a three-cornered tie owing to the victory of the 
• McGill team on Saturday and will not be finally decided until next 
Friday and Saturday when 'Varsity, Queen's and McGill meet in 
Ottawa. The annual Assault-at-Arnis, held in Kingston, was won 
by^McGill for the first time since. 1915. due to the brilliant showing 
of^the Red and White boxers, wrestlers' and fencers.

Red and White Basketmen, Playing Stellar Game, Turn 
Tables on Queen's Quintet— Mendelsohn Starred— 
"Bones" Little Turns in Fine Performance— Captain 
Manson Consistent Scorer. 



Urged by a thousand thundering 
rooters, exhorted by a shrieking gal- 
lery of feminine enthusiasts, the Mc- 
Gill basketball team, playing the fast- 
est game that has been seen on a loea! 
court in years, swept the heavy 
Queen's quintet before them and piled 
\ up a seventeen point lead on the con- 
\ tenders fdr the Intercollegiate title.' 
'The tri-colourcd team was unable to 
stand the fast pace set by the fighting 
Red and White machine and in the last 
{cw minutes of play collapsed before 
the fury of the McGill onslaught, the 
fiflal'scorc being 44 — 27. 

The great gymnasium of the Mont- 
■ real High School was a colourful scene 
on Saturday afternoon. In the gal- 
lery were the members of the visiting 
teams which are playing in the Wo- 
men's Intercollegiate Basketball Un- 
ion who backed their respective teams 
with many cheers. "Nuts" Nutting 
was at the game to lead the rooters, 
and it was in a large measure due to 
the support that was given the team 
that the players were able to set the 
killing pace that gave them the vic- 
tory. Music was furnished by an or- 
chestra under the leadership of "Bob" 
Llurland. In fact no detail was lacking 
and the team when they finished jheir 
whirlwind rally made the occasion one 
that will long remain in the minds of 
those who attended the game. 

The Red and White team turned in 
the best game of the season . . Every 
man on the tcagi was at lop form and 
it is almost impossible to select a star 
from the six men who were on the 
floor. Captain Manson losseil in the 
free throws in good shape but it was 
ilue to his powerful work on the de- 
fence that the team were able to conic 
through as they did. Time alter time 
passes that the Queen's men tried to 
this giant pivot man intercepted the 
score on and time after time he was 
able to start the ball on its route to 
the basket. Twice in the course, of 
the play the big centre shot most dif- 
ficult shots into the ring and although 
he did not take many chances on long 
shots be v. as the high scorer on the 
lloor. 

Mendelsohn was a big factor in the 
w-iij. This fast-moving forward had 
the Queen's defence guessing the en- 
tire game and they found it a physical 
impossibility to keep him covered. In 
the closing moments of the game he 
sent two beautiful tallies into the net 
from the side line and was always 
where the defence was not. If the 
Queen's leant left a defence man be- 
hind »> they came up the floor the 
three McGill forwards closed in on the 
opposition anil broke up the play. If 
the tri-colourcd opposition came down 
the floor live man strong they found 
that when they had lost the ball Men- 
delsohn wiis under the basket to re- 
ceive a pass and tally. 

"Bones" Little, the veteran player on 
the team, tame on to the floor at the 
end of the first period, lie received 
a big ovation ironi the crowd and 
when the play started he gave an ex- 
hibition that has not been seen in 
yt'ars on the court. Although he tal- 
lied bin three times in this period it 
v. as due to the fight and play that this 
Mat: displayed that the Red and While 
line broke up thé Queen's play and 
time after time were able to get up the 
iioor lo score. In fact as the record 
of play shows Little was mixed into 
'.lie game at every point and with his 
•>!;i!i and experience he was able to 
v.oil; up the birds-eye through the en- 
tire team and tally on two occasions. 

Turpel, the figjiling forward of the 
Senior team, was on for the first per 
iod and despite the fact that his ankles 
i'ic in bad shape the hard playing ad- 
vance line man was able to deprive 
Queen's of the ball on numerous occa 
.ions. He was on the ball every time 
.Mid although Manson was not always 
able to get the jump Turpel was able 
on many occasions to cut in and wrest 
the sphere from the waiting Queen 
players. 

To the de fence ie McGill team 
belongs the greatest credit for the win. 
Throughout the season Grain and Am 
arotj have proved themselves to be the 
best paid of guards in the Intercolle- 
giate .league.* Both were working at 
their best on Saturday. Queen's rare 
ly got a rebound from a bad shot and 
only once did they score from under 
Mbc 'basket. Amaron tallied three 
limes. Grain was up the lloor once 
to score, llolh men played their posi- 
tions well and not only did tlicy al 
ways get back before Queen's started 
down the floor but every lime the for 
ward line started up the floor one of 
the.. two were in the advancing com- 
bination. Queen's were between Scyl- 
la and Charibdis when they tried to 
get through the two stalwart players 
and if they hesitated a minute "Art" 
Manson was in the centre to make an 
attempt to tally from near the basket 
impossible. Queen's got but eight 
baskets the entire game against the 
eighteen baskets that McGill sent into 
the net. In the last period when 
Queen's was trying to score they were 
able to sc. but iuo sh»u iiu.i th* 



Mr. "P. S. Manley handled the game 
in his usual clean-cut manner. 

The game started amid the roars of 
cheers for the two teams. The giant 
Queen's centre got the jump but Tur- 
pel slid in before the tri-colourcd for- 
ward and the ball started up tbc floor. 
A foul was called and Manson sent the 
first point through the ring. Queen's 
again were upon the jump and started 
for the basket but this time they were 
awarded the free try which went into 
the ring. Manson was able to get the 
ball at the centre but a second later it 
was Queen's ball off side. Jones took 
a long shot and missed. A shot from 
the rebound went wild. Manson got 
the sphere and made a lone rush up 
the floor. His shot iniisscd the ring 
Turpel went high in the air and, catch- 
ing the rebound, rolled a tally into the 
net. McGill got the ball at centre 
floor but failed lo Score, and Queen's is 
fouled on an attempt lo tally but miss 
the two free tries. As the tricoloured 
team conic down the floor they send a 
pass lo Jones who shoot's but Amaron 
covering him stopped the shot and 
started up the floor. Queen's broke 
up the combination and were awarded 
a free throw. The ball went into the 
net. A few seconds later a rolling ball 
caused a little trouble but Cmin got 
it and passed to Amaron, who went up 
I he floor to score. The next, few min- 
utes both teams took it easy and- seve- 
ral attempts to score were made. 
Jones finally sent a long shot in from 
over the heads of the McGill defence. 
Each team scored a point on a free 
try and the McGill shooting became 
often but wild, many unnecessary long 
shots being sent toward the basket. 
The Red and White team lightened up

Crain to Turpel to Mendelsohn ended

wild Miooting but Jones, the Queen's 
dead shot, finally sent another long 
one into the net. Manson got two 
free tries when Mendelsohn was forc- 
:d outside under the basket. The 
riant centre scored on both. A inin- 
ttc later Manson rolled a shot in over 
lis head while traveling at full speed 
mder the basket. Queen's sent two 
neat shots into the net and were fight- 
ing hard against the Red and White 
forwards who are way off on their 
shooting and were unable to get into 
the scoring zone. Queen's got a 
brace of tree throws. Manson put a 
ce free shot in. Then again getting 
to work the team showed a bit of bril- 
liant basketball when Manson and Am- 
aron romped through the Queen's 
team and after passing the ball back 
and forth twice the defence player tal- 
lied. Queen's took time out and the 
score' stood seventeen to fiitccn for 
McGill. After two minutes Manson 
tallied on a tree shot from a technical 
foul of 'coaching from the side lines. 
This failed and a moment later Jones 
scored his last basket of the day. 
Half time left the score seventeen all. 

The second period opened with an 
enthusiastic ovation for "Bones'' Little 
,vho wcut on the floor in place of Tur- 
pel.- The instant the game started 
Little was in the play. Showing the 
type of game that brought him tame 
in the past this fast moving forward 
went through the Queen's team like 
a Hash of lightning and was a big help 
on the line. The Queen's centre got 
a irce try that he missed. Manson 
scored a minute later after getting the 
ball from Crain and the centre rolled 
a oiic-handed shot high into the air 
and bit the ring for the tally. A mo- 
ment lat«r Little broke away and sent 
a one-handed shot high over the de- 
fence into the net. Amaron and Crain 
showed in the next few minutes a re- 
markable bit of defence work. Queen's 
got a free try but a bit later Amaron 
came down the lloor at full speed and 
scored while he was fouled by the op- 
posing guards. The free throws went 
wild but Little broke loose and worked 
his way under the basket to score.
